Halina Pawl, 1976-present: Confessions 
of a KRAB Volunteer. 


It all started when I was new to Seattle, out 
of work, looking and hearing that a local radio 
station needed an announcer. I got the license 
but the local radio station was sold again and 
the announcer position fell between the files. 
As luck would have it, one summer night as the 
sun fell into the Sound, then Operations 
Manager, Bruce Miller, swung down the path for 
dinner at my home by the zoo, He told me about 
how they needed board operators for this volun- 
teer station called KRAB and that he would show 
me how to do ite 


I finally got over the feeling that I was 
looking down the barrel of a rifle very time I 
looked at a live mike and some time opened up 
for a late-night radio show on Mondays. 

FRINGE BENEFIT would be a show featuring the 
talent, concerns, and paradoxes of local 

people and visitors to the area. For the first 
show, Bruce Miller and I interviewed 50 

Pilchuck glassblowers, and I learned that there 
waS a subtle but major difference between 
editing radio shows and films which was my work 
for the preceding three years. In spring of 
1977, Bruce left and John Townes joined FRINGS 
BENEFIT which moved to Saturday afternoon. We 
were going to do a show about the Armageddon, 
inviting witches, clergy, and others to hash 
over the details, but we stuck to poets, 
artists, scientists, philosophers and people 
not often heard from on the subject of life. 
One seldom-heard-from group were the develop- 
mentally disabled featured in the two-part 
series "Who's Retarded?" We asked them directly 
and got some start
